Tw» men are required to«operate it, one to handle the plow, the other to drive the truck. It scoops deep 
snow in front of whirling blades, throwing the snow into a blower unit which hurls it to the side of 
the road.

CHEEKTOWAGA, N. Y. 


UP)—At 
least 11 persons, 


most of them school children, 
were killed today in an explo- 
sion and fire that ripped 
through the frame annex of 
an elerfientary school in this 
Buffalo suburban community. 


At least 19 others were burned or 


injured. 


Find Bodies 


The bodies of the 11 known dead 


were found in the ruins of the one- 
story building. 


Firemen probed for others. 
It was believed some teachers 


might have been among the cas- 
ualties. 


There were no immediate iden- 


ifications. 


The explosion occurred shortly 


before classes were due to be dis- 
missed for the lunch hour.-Nearby 
residents said, it made a soft, 
booming sound and that flames 
rolled out ,of the building to a 
height of'at least 50 feet. 


One rescue worker told a news- 


man that the bodies were all found 
n one room of the building. 
, 


"It appeared that after the fire 


>roke out, the children attempted 
o get out of the windows, since 
most of the bodies were near the 
window wall of the room," he said. 


Total Losft 


Firemen 
said. - the 
explosion 


might have originated in a furnace 
or boiler. The building was be- 
lieved to be a total loss. 


It could not be learned immedi- 
tely how many children werje in 


the building at the time of the ex- 
>losion, which occurred shortly be- 
ore noon. 
The injured children were taken 
o two Buffalo hospitals. 
The building waa used for music 
nd shop classes for children from 
the first grade through the sixth.

Theaters The Same 


Theater admission tickets prob- 


ably will remain the same price, 
at least until the motion picture 
business improves, a local manager 
said today.

President Eisenhower said today

Strauss Says 
N. Y. Can Be 
Wiped Out 


Denies That H-Bomb 
Test Out of Control; 
Radiation Negligible 
WASHINGTON l£>)—Chair- 


man Lewis L. Strauss of the 
Atomic Energy commission 
said today a hydrogen bomb 
big enough to wipe out any 
city in the world now can be 
made. 


Strauss made the statement at 


President Eisenhower's w e e k l y 
news conference. He attended the 
conference to give the public a 
partial report on the recent H- 
bomb tests in the far Pacific. 


The AEC chairman said 
the 


March 26 tests "were successful" 
and declared that "enormous po- 
tential has been added to our mill* 
tary posture," 


Denies Reports 


He denied reports "that the first 


blast, which exposed a number of 
Americans. Japanese and Marshall 
Islanders far from the explosion 
scene to "hot" ashes, went out,of 
control. 


"It was a stupendous blast." 


Strauss said. "But at no time waa 
the testing out of control." 


.He said--the power of the ex- 


plosion was shout twice what sci- 
entists had expected—a margin of 
error not unusual, he added, in 
testing "a totally new weapon." 


An unexpected shift-in the wind 


carried atomic particles to the 
area where a Japanese fishing 
trawler was cruising, Strauss ajdd- 
ed. 


.Near Goal 


Strauss said the tests bring the 


commission "very much nearer" 
to satisfying the requirements of 
the armed forces and hasten the 
day when the AEC can devote 
more attention to developing peace- 
time uses of atomic energy. 


President 
Eisenhower listened 


with keen attention as Strauss— 
just back from the Pacific tests- 
read a fouif-page statement and 
then answered a few questions. 


In reply to one question, Strauss 


said, without qualification, that an 
H-bomb large enough to "take out" 
a city can bs made. 


"How big a city?" he was asked. 
"Any city." Strauss replied. 
"New York?" a reporter press- 


ed. 


Strauss nodded and said, "Th« 


metropolitan area." 


Ready to Talk 


Eisenhower himself said earlier 


there is some possibility the Rus- 
sians are getting ready to talk 
business about a plan for interna- 
tional peacetime use of atomic en- 
ergy- 
, 


He made this statement when 


asked what significance the gov- 
ernment attaches to the recent 
publication by the Russians of 


I some details of their atomic and 
1 D-weapon research. 


The President said he didn't 


know—but that many discussions 
have been held and the result is 
inconclusive. 


Indicates Change 


There are some, he went on, 


apparently meaning some of his 
advisers, who think this indicates 
a change in Soviet policy and a 
disposition to negotiate earnestly 
&nd honestly. 


Strauss' statement plainly was 


aimed at soothing some of the un- 
rest stirred up in Britain and else- 
where by the recent H-bomb testa.

Boron Is the only miner ele- 


ment that any deficiency has 
shown that we should be con- 
cerned about. Boron deficiencies 
have never been observed In any 
of the grain crops In Illinois, 
however, It is usually recom- 
mended for all legume seed seed- 
ing. If jou have noticed a yellow- 
ing of the leaves of the legume 
plant, >ou may want to have the 
soil tested to determine If it Is a 
boron deficiency. Elements that 
have shown no deficiency as far 
as our crops are concerned are 
copper, zinc, manganese, iron, 
molybdenum and cobalt. 
We do not consider calcium, phos- 


phate and potash among the minor 
elements and would certainly re- 
commend that you, start now by 
taking soil samples so that you 
will have your results in plenty of 
time to make the needed applica- 
tions before next year If you plan 
to take your own samples we re- 
commend that you pick up 7 sam- 
ples from 20 acres or 11 to 12 from 
40 acres Be sure they are labeled 
properly and bring in the past his- 
tory on the farm, as to the appli- 
cations of fertilizer that have been 
applied and crops that have been 
grown on this particular field.

WASHINGTON W— The Repub- 


lican majority on the senate labor 
committee was ready today to ram 
thiough a Taft-Hartley law levi- 
eion bill that generally follows the 
recommendations of President Eis- 
enhower. 


Chairman H. Alexander S m i t h 


(R-NJ) told newsmen in advance 
of a labor committee meeting that 
the bill probably would incorporate 
all but one of Eisenhower's 14 
recommendations. 


He said he has given up hope 


of winning approval of the Piesi- 
dent's proposal for a. secret, gov- 
ernment-sponsored poll of workers 
when a labor dispute enters the 
strike stage. He said he will try to 
get this plan written into the bill 
when it reaches the senate floor, 
piobably within two weeks. 


Democrats Oppose

perts the group's MX Democrats 
to vote together against sending 
the labor bill to the senate. But

French Dalliance Blamed for 


Delay of EDC Ratification 


One watches, with somewhat diminishing hope, for signs 


of a healthier political outlook in France. The recent break- 
down of talks with Western Germany over the disputed Saar 
region shows again that the French are avoiding decision on 
the crucial issues of Europe. 


The French, have told the Germans and others that set- 


tlement of the Saar matter is a necessary prelude to any 
action by France on the European army pact. 


To achieve a solution, the Bonn government has made 


important concessions. But the French have not matched 
them. In fact, they seem to have done nothing at all but 
inspire delay. 


The industrial Saar, a tiny pocket of land on the Ger- 


man-French border, belonged to Germany until the close of 
World War II. Now" it enjoys political autonomy, but is un- 
der French economic control. The French have no wish to 
lose the hold they have on the area's resources. 
* 
* 
* 


The Germans, feeling a natural desire to regain any 


patch of German soil, have nevertheless proposed that the 
Saar be Europeanized—placed under the economic and politi- 
cal control of a west European federation. 


This presumably would still give the French reasonable 


access to Saar resources, but the proposal does not appear 
to satisfy them. 


Negotiation inescapably means yielding, usually by both 


sides. The French are not negotiating seriously about the 
Saar. 


Furthermore, they have inspired postponement of the 


scheduled March 30 meeting at Brussels between the six na- 
tions which would comprise the elements of a European 


• political federation. 


Since the Germans want the Saar Europeanized, they 


believe early establishment of such a federation is im- 
perative. 


An outsider looking at this performance is inclined to 


conclude that if the Saar issue did not exist the French 
would project another as an obstacle to action on EDC.

Not only Bonn but The Netherlands and Belgium have 


virtually finished ratifying EDC. 
Of the remaining three 


signatories. Luxembourg is no problem, and Italy will un- 
doubtedly follow France's lead. So, as it has always been 
it is still up to France. ' 


The world is waiting for her to join the community of 


free nations seriously interested in preserving their freedom.

Few of us go through life with- 


out at some time encountering a 
serious illness or a major opera- 
tion. If the disease' or operation 
has been severe or long-lasting, 
good health does not return at 
once, even when the symptoms 
have all gone. Robust vigor and 
pep may take a long: time before 
coming back.

An unusual amount of rest is al- 


most always necessary. At first 
much rest in bed with only short 
periods up and about is generally 
required. The person who tries to 
do too much too soon may suffer 
a relapse which delays the return 
of perfect health. The motto for 
convalescence 
should 
be, "Do" 


everything gradually." 


At first a short period out of bed 


in a chair is in order. The periods 
out of bed can be gradually ex- 
tended 
to other 
rooms, 
other 


floors, and the outside world. The 


amount of fatigue shown after the 
periods of being up is a good sign 
as to whether activity has been of 
the right degree. 


* • • 


In addition to gradually increas- 


ing the activity, plenty of sleep 
and soft but substantial foods are 
desirable. Most convalescents re- 
quire frequent small meals rather 
than a few large ones. 


Of course, the inclusion of spe- 


cial foods at this time depends on 
the disease or operation experi- 
enced and must be individually 
prescribed. The principle of small 
frequent feedings of easily digest- 
ible food is almost always the 
same, however, regardless of the 
type of illness suffered.

Relaxation and realization of the 


fact that convalescence may be 
slow is an important factor. Many 
people are impatient to get wel 
and tend to take chances too soon 
The gradual increase of activity 
proper diet and resumption of nor 
mal life is the best guarantee tha 
convalescence will progress as 
rapidly as can reasonably be ex 
pected. The care used during thi.« 
period has a great deal to do with 
eventual complete recovery.

The Doctor Says: 


Child Accepts His Faults 
Quietly Only If We Do, Too 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Mrs. F. is a member of a local 


club. Some days ago she promised 
its secretary to type a report. Then 
she forgot. When the secretary 
phoned, she made profuse apolo- 
gies. But instead of accepting them, 
the secretary angrily criticized 
Mrs. F.'s "irresponsibility"—and 
hung up on her. 


Mrs. F. is terribly upset. "Cri- 


ticism always throws me," she 
writes, "and I've mulled over this 
one for days. I want to overcome 
this sensitivity to criticism for my 
children's sake. . . ." 


Let's begin with some questions. 


Didn't Mrs. F. criticize herself for 
forgetfulness when she apologized 
to her club officer? Didn't she ex- 
press her own indignation with it? 
Then why is she disturbed by 
someone else's condemnation of 
the very fault she herself con- 
demned? 


That's 
pretty 
inconsistent, 
I 


think. 


If I am right, we have in Mrs. 


F. a young v, oman- who has been 
trained to falsify herself for others' 
approval. No wonder the secrc- 
taiy's attack has upset her. 


If we have been taught to expect 


others' acceptance in exchange for 
our self-absement. it is disturbing 
to discover that we have wallowed 
to no puipose. In such circur"-, 
stances, we are 
bound to feel 


cheated of our rights. 


How do we develop such sensiti- 


vity to criticism? Well, a child can 
accept his faults quietly only if we 
do. Suppose he lies. If we blast 
him with rage until he abases him- 
self, our rage becomes far more 
important to him than tiuthfulness. 


By the lage, we involve him, not 


in quiet, thoughtful realization o| 
his fault, but in terror of failing to 
regain our good opinion. He apolo- 
gizes, not because of genuine regret 
for his fault, but because he can't 
live with contempt. 


So, if Mrs. F. is sensitive to criti- 


cism, I'd say it's because she's 
been infected by somebody'! hor- 
ror of her faults. As a result, she's 
been pretending that she hain't 
any. And dealt with criticism by 
evading it with superficial apolo- 
gies. 


Now they've failed. Criticism In- 


sists on her faultmess—and in re- 
sponse to it, up floods all her old, 
childish, helpless fear and contempt 
for faults. 


We better get at this childish 


fear, lest we attract mofe criti- 
cism. Because we are pretty an- 
gry. I expect. 


And not daring to accept thi« ad- 


ditional fault in ourselves, either, 
we express it in indirect ways that 
make constant trouble for us — 
such as in the kind of aggressive 
"forgetfulness" by which we were 
able to inconvenience our club'sec- 
retaiy.

Choice of Toys 
For Children 


Parents should give serious atten- 


tion to the selection of toys for 
their children as a year-round job, 
believes Dr. J. Richard Suchman, 
specialist in child development at 
the University of Illniois. 


Those who have studied the pre- 


school period recognize the fact 
that play materials contribute tre 
mendously to a child's develop- 
ment and should be selected to fit 
that development. 


New play materials need not al- 


ways be "bought" toys. There are 
many materials about the home 
that cam provide satisfactory play 
experience and that will be as 
satisfying as the most elegant toy. 


Many toy* can be made in the 


home. For example, to give a. child 
practice in lifting and moving 
large things, there is nothing bet- 
ter than a set of large hollow 
blocks or boxes and boards. Why 
not make them? Just be sure the 
edges and corners are rounded 
and smooth. They will last longer 
if you paint them, and they'll be 
more attractive to the child if they 
are a bright color. There is no 
limit to the ways in which a child 
Will use such equipment. 


Day by day a child grows—his 


abilities increase, his skills develop 
and his interests broaden. He needs 
new experiences. Toys should be 
selected with these things in mind.

Sewing Problems 
With Dacron 


When you need to alter a ready- 


to-wear garment made of Dacron, 
you may find you have a fabric 
that behaves differently from the 
ones you are accustomed to sewing. 
Now that Dacron is being sold in 
limited quantities as yard goods, 
we'll all be learning to handle this 
relatively new synthetic fiber. 


Textiles specialist Florence King 


of the University of Illinois says one 
rather limited study has been re- 
ported on the problems of sewing 
Dacron knit fabrics. Some of the 
findings may be of help to you. 


It was difficult to push pins 


through most of the Dacron fab- 
rics tested. So, if you buy yard 
goods, your first problem will be 
in placing the pattern on the fab- 
ric and keeping it in place. 


Because of the trouble in using j 


pins, you may need to baste more 
than you normally would. Either 
hand or machine basting seems to 
be satisfactory. 


A loose sewing machine tension 


and a fine machine needle, size 9, 
10, or 11, seem to be best. You'll 
be better off, too, if you use sharp 
scissors. You won't need to worry 
about finishing the seams, since 
Dacron apparently doesn't ravel. 


Use Dacron thread if you can 


buy it in the proper color. In the 
study, mercerized cotton thread 
was used, as well as some nylon 
and silk. The stitching seemed to 
pucker somewhat, but in most 
cases this difficulty was remedied 
by pressing with a steam iron. 
Don't use a dry iron unless you 
are very careful not to have it too 
hot. And use a damp press cloth. 


Machine-made button holes gave 


good results when paper was used 
on both sides of the fabric. There 
were also no problems with hand- 
made buttonholes.

covers, says Miss Iwig. One should 
avoid heavy materials whose 
seams would be so bulky that the 
covers would not fit smoothly. It 
is always best to use preshrunk 
fabrics or to shrink washable ones 
before cutting them.

H-Bonib, Taxes? Dock 
Strike Main Topics 


WASHINGTON ffl— The White 


House news conference t o d a y 
brought official disclosures of the 
awesome power of the H-bomb, an 
announcement that President Eis- 
enhower will sign the bill cutting 
excise taxes, and a declaration that 
the federal government will act in 
the New York waterfront strike if 
necessary. 


It provided, too, an Eisenhower 


statement that this government's 
call for "united action" against 
possible Communist conquest of 
Southeast Asia means there must 
be a readiness to meet any kind of 
attack. 


Eisenhower presented a "guest 


star"—Chairman Lewis L. Stiauss 
of the Atomic Energy Commission 
—to tell of the hydrogen bomb. 
Strauss said it is now possible to 
produce H-bombs pcnveiful enough 
to destroy any city m the world. 


Will Help Business 


On taxes, Eisenhower noted that 


the bill whipped through congress 
Tuesday with overwhelming sup- 
port will reduce government reve- 
nue much more than he had recom- 
mended. However, he 'said he be- 
lieves the excise cuts -effective 
Thursday—will help stimulate bus- 
iness and he accepts the reduction 
wholeheartedly.

eral government will act if neces- 
sary to try to end the strike, but 
local authorities also have a re- 
sponsibility in attempting to settle 
the dispute. 


Expresses Delight 


Housing—Eisenhower expressed 


delight that house Republican lead- 
ers were- able to get through an 
appropriation which, the President 
said, would assure construction of 
35.000 public housing units during 
the fiscal year starting: July 1. In 
the house, however, there is un- 
certainty as to whether any public 
housing units can be started, as a 
result of a parliamentary tangle. 


Foreign trade — Discussing the 


special message he sent to con- 
gress Tuesday, the President said 
his foteign trade program is keyed 
to the idea that healthy, two-way 
trade is the best insurance against 
the doctrine of statism. Under such 
a piogram, the President added, 
statism would not be able to over- 
come free governments. 


Rotation Good 


Retirement of government offi- 


cials—commenting on recent an- 
nouncements that some key mem- 
bers of the administration are re- 
turning to private enterprise, the 
President said a certain amount of 
thai kind of rotation is good.

He said .however, reports up to 


now indicate the blood count of 
these men is about the same as 
that of the U. S. weather station 
personnel who escaped unharmed.

thought to be due to the chemical 
activity of the converted material 
in the coral rather than to radio- 
activity, since these lesions arc 
said to be already healing." 


Strauss said also that the facts 


do not bear out reports of wide- 
spread contamination of tuna and 
other fish.

Strauss said, there is nothing to

State, Plant

'Pollution* 


TUSCOLA, 111. i#)-~The manager 


of a huge petro-chemical plant 
which the state contends has been 
polluting the Kaskaskia River says 
it isn't true — by his definition 
of the term. 


Manager David J. Stark, testify- 


ing .Tuesday in Douglas County 
Circuit Court, made it clear that 
his firm, National retro-Chemicals 
Corp., and the state define pol- 
lution differently. 


.National's plant near Tuscola 


uses 2 Jj million gallons of Kaskas- 
kia water daily. The water is re- 
turned to the river after being used 
in manufacturing processes. 


Stark testified that when the 


water is returned to the stream 
it contains no organic or poisonous 
material He said it losses most of 
its oxygen content in its course 
through the plant but contended 
the loss of oxygen wouldn't con- 
stitute pollution. 


State's Claim 


The state contends low oxygen 


content does constitute pollution 
under the law and Clarence Klas- 
sen, chief engineer of the state 
Sanitary Water Board, testified the 
Kaskaskia was — by his definition 
polluted 12 days during March.

hungry pitchfork tossers in Illinois, 
are getting a greatly extended sea- 
son this year because man-made 
laws are catching up with the nat- 
ural law. 


Essentially, the changes recog- 


nize first that it's pretty hard to 
spear fish except m shallows when 
thoy are spawning; and second, 
that there needs to be a greater 
harvest of fish, especially the less 
desirable varieties. Under the new 
fish code, these rough fish which 
compete with game fish for food 
may be speared for as much as 
an extra three months. 


% 
Early In South 


Until this year, you could stick 


a pitchfork into buffalo, carp, dog- 
fish, suckers and gar anytime be- 
tween March 15 and May 31, re- 
gardless of where you lived m the 
state. 


Now, recognizing 
that 
spring 


comes earlier to southern Illinois, 
the law permits pitching forks at 
these fish starting March 15 *n 
the southern zone; April 1 in the 
central zone and May 1 in the 
north. The big point is that all 
zones are allowed spearing tor 
three months past September 1, 
the old deadline. 


When buffalo and carp spawn 


they seek shallows and "roll". This 
they begin when the water gets its 
springtime w a r m t h . Accessible 
spearing 
shallows are 
created 


when spring waters rise and push 
lowlands and sloughs. 


Most of the people who spear 


fish are farmers who live on the 
main rivers and tributaries, says 
Sam Parr, state fisheries chief. 
Besides pitchforks, sportsmen may 
us« spears, gigs, bows and arrows. 


Not So Crude 


Parr says that when large rough 


fish populations push into shallows 
on a farmer's lowlands, he can

Since last week tugs had refused 


to maneuver ships in sympathy 
with a strike called by the Interna- 
tional Longshoremen's Assn. The 
walkout climaxed six months of 
bitter competition between the .in- 
dependent union and the AFL-ILA 
for the right to represent dock 
workers. 


Court-Ordered 


The tugs returned to work Tues- 


day after the National Labor Re- 
lations Board got a federal court 
order directing the ILA to stop 
picketing tugboats and to see that 
their ILA crews went back to work. 


The court ruled the tug stoppage 


violated a Taft-Hartley law ban 
against secondary boycotts. 


The pier strike spread to dock- 


side warehouses Tuesday when the 
ILA posted pickets outside the 
buildings. However, only about half 
the port's warehouses were picket- 
ed, and operators of those struck 
were exp6cted to apply for a court 
order that would quickly end the 
walkout. 


A back-to-work movement, most- 


ly by nonstriking AFL men, con- 
tinued Tuesday. The New York- 
New Jersey waterfront commission 
repored 4,142 men were on the jo^, 
227 more, than the day before.

NEW YORK (»—Each child tak- 


ing the Salk polio vaccine this 
spring will have 30 billion dead 
polio viruses shot into his arm. 


Each will get three shots, each 


shot c-ontaining 10 billion viruses. 


Because they are dead, the vi- 


ruses cannot cause polio. But -even 
though dead, they still have some 
power to stimulate a person to 
make antibodies, the body's natu- 
ral disease fighters. 


Giving billions of dead viruses 


means concentrating this antibody- 
making power. 


The Bijf Question 


The big question is whether the 


vaccine can produce enough anti- 
bodies to protect children against 
natural exposure to live polio virus 
this summer. 


All the scientific evidence indi- 


cates that it will. 


Polio has been called an epi- 


demic if only 20 out of 100,000 per- 
sons come down with it. However, 
it hits children more often than 
adults. 


If you picked any scattered 


group of 800,000 children aged 6 
to 9, you would expect that about 
350 or BO would become -recogniz- 
ably sick next' cummer with polio. 
Of this 350, more than half would 
recover with no paralysis. 


So for an adequate test you must 


have half a million to a million 
vaccinated children to.compare 
with an equal number of non-vac- 
cinated youngsters of the same 
ages, living in the same commu- 
nities. 


Volunteer For Test 


Across the nation, children and 


parents and doctors and nurses 
and school teacher* and health of- 
ficers are volunteering to take part 
in this crucial test of the vaccine 
developed by Dr. Jonas E. Salk 
of Pittsburgh. 


1 
Local health authorities and the 


National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis are conducting the trial. 
Up to a million children in 179 
communities or areas of 44 states 
are scheduled so far to get the 
vaccine. 


In some communities the vac- 


cine will be offered to all chil- 
dren of the 
second grade in 


schools. Children in the first and 
third grades of the same schools 
will be recorded as the "controls" 
or comparisons. 


In other communities, half of the 


children in the first three grades 
of the school will be given the 
vaccine. The other half will get 
identical-looking shots of a fluid 
which is ineffective.

ineffectual fluid. 


Will Check Reports 


A team, headed by Dr. Thomas 


Francis jr., University of Michir 
gan school of public health, will 
receive complete reports on all 
children—known to be vaccinated 
or not—in the test areas who are 
diagnosed as having polio. 


That team can then give the an- 


swer on whether the vaccine real- 
ly works. 


Where to get the virus? This 


roadblock was broken by the suc- 
cess of Dr. John F. Enders of 
Harvard in growing polio virus in 
test tube cultures of non-nervous 
tissues. 


There to get enough virus: The 


Enders method was developed and 
improved, until now the kidney 
tissues from a single monkey can 
be made to produce enough virus 
to give a series of vaccine shots 
to 1,000 children. 


Yields Harvest 


This yields a harvest of live vi- 


rus. The live virus then is killed 
by bathing it in formaldehyde. 


Dr. Salk showed that a vaccine 


containing dead virus could pro- 
duce, s i g n i f i c a n t , even large, 
amounts of antibodies in the blood 
of vaccinated humans. 


Five pharmaceutical firms are 


growing the virus and preparing 
the vaccine. 


The national foundation is foot- 


ing the bill of at least 7»£ million 
dollars. The pharmaceutical firms 
are making the vaccine for the 
tests on a non-profit basis.

Free Elections in Poland 
Would Reject Communists 


People Are Fed Up With 
Propaganda? Writers Say 


EDITOR'S NOTE - Frederick 


Kuh, Chicago Sun-Times corre- 
spondent, recently spent two 
weeks In Poland with greater 
freedom of movement than any 
western correspondent has had 
there In many years. His uncen- 
sored reports, being concluded in 
the Sun-Times today, have been 
condensed by The Associated 
Press for publication here. A 
previous article appeared last 


week. 


By FREDRICK KLH 


An astute observer in Warsaw 


said a free election in Poland to- 
day would give the Communist 
government less than 20 per cent 
of the vote. This is of course an 
trbitrary 
judgment. 
But 
from 


talks with many scores of plain 
citizens, foreign ambassadors and 
even top Communist leaders, it 
teemed to me a reasonable esti- 
mate. 


The people are fed up with prop- 


aganda. Th'sy are bored to death 
R'ith glorification of the Soviet 
Union, for which millions of Poles 
lose no love. 


Grave Error 


A prominent member of the 


Communist C e n t r a l Committee 
said the regime made & grave 
propaganda error. 


"It lacked the courage to tell 


the people the situation was bad 
and they would have to suffer," 
he said. "Our regime lied about 
the well-being in the country." 


I was told that a confidential 


sampling, conducted by a respon- 
sible Polish state authority, re- 
vealed more than 500.000 Poles 
listen regularly to foreign broad- 
casts 
despite 
jamming;. 
Many 


more are said to listen at irregu- 
lar 
intervals. Every \ intelligent 


Pole with whom I discussed this 
topic spoke highly of the British 
radio and poured ridicule on the 
Voice of America and on Radio 
Free Europe. They said the BBC, 
while hostile to Red Poland, is 
truthful and objective. They said 
the Voice and Radio Free Europe 
"drool propaganda and are often 
Inaccurate." 


Saw Advancement 


I heard and saw much of the 


social advancement. I visited sev- 
eral state medical clinics, work- 
er's homes, colleges and univer- 
sities -- many places where the 
class that was until a few years 
ago grossly underprivileged today 
is on top. 
Social and economic 


benefits add up to about one-third 
more than the average citizen's 
earned income. 


The great negative factor, about 


which the government is discreetly 
silent, is the immense gap be- 
tween wages and prices. On the 
basis of the hours the Polish citi- 
zen must work to buy common 
articles, living costs are 3 to 10 
times higher than in the United 
States. The leaders know commu- 
nism must do better than that if 
it is to attract people in countries 
with a decent living standard. 


Few Bright Spots 


Culturally, Poland present a few 


bright spots in a predominantly 
bleak scene. Cultured Poles told 
me the theater has deteriorated. 


They said films—12 full length 
films are produced yearly—are 
poor and modern painting is me- 
diocre. Great effort is being made 
in music, but many gifted musi- 
cians were Jews who vanished in 
the gas chambers. The oasis in 
this cultural desert is books. Po 
land never had such a

WASHINGTON 1/rV-Sen. Douglas 


(D-1H) asserted today the United 
States ought to "get ready for the 
worst" by enlisting forces of Paci- 
fic free nations to fight Commu- 
nists in Indochina if they are 
needed. 


Douglas, a Marine officer !n 


World War II, called for support 
of President Eisenhower and Sec- 
retary of State Dulles in seeking 
what Dulles called "united action" 
to prevent Communist conquest in 
Southeast Asia. 


"I do not know what measures 


this administration plans," Douglas 
i,aid in a speech prepared for the 
Benate. "I do not know what meas- 
laes will prove to be necessary. 


Has Misgivings 


"I do not know what attitude the 


Republican party in Congress will 
take toward supporting the Presi- 
dent. But 
reading 
the 
record 


against the gravity of th« secre- 
tary's words, I have my mis- 
givings." 


Dulles' said in a nationally tele- 


vised speech Monday night that 
Communist contiol of Southeast 
Asia would be "a great threat" to 
the free world and that: 


"The United States feels that 


that possibility should not be pas- 
sively accepted but should be met 
by united action." 


Dulles gave no hint of what form 


guch action might take, and in- 
formed officials said it rosy h<nge 
largely" on responses of the British, 
French ana other governments. 


It seems certain that a specific 


American objective IB the develop- 
ment of a solid front among the 
Allied powers in the forthcoming 
Asian p e a c e 
negotiations at 


Geneva. 


Should Enlist Support 


In his prepared speech, Sen. 


Douglas proposed that the Presi- 
dent act immediately to "enlist the 
support and cooperation of Austra- 
lia, New Zealand, Indonesia, Ja- 
pan, the Philippines and other Far 
East nations in r e s i s t i n g ag- 
gression." 


"I believe there should be an 


immediate assignment of military 
functions and allotment of forces 
to be supplied if worst comes to 
worst," he said.

Dulles' Speeches Require 
Follow-Up Explanations 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON <*>— It is getting 


so that when Secretary of State 
Dulles makes an important speech 
he is called on for an encore—not 
to repeat it but to explain it. 


On Jan. 12 Dulles said: 
This government, as a deterrent 


to further Communist aggression, 
had made, a basic decision to "de- 
pend primarily upon a great capa- 
city to retaliate, instantly, by 
means and at places of our own 
choosing." 


Was Dulles saying K, for in- 


stance, the Chinese Communists 
intervened more directly in the 
Communist-led war against the 
French in Indochina, would this 
country at once atom-bomb China 
whether American allies liked it 
or not? 


Face Quit 


Dulles and President Eisenhower 


were both repeatedly quizzed at 
their news conferences. 


Dulles' replies, including expla- 


nations given in a magazine arti- 
cle, came to this: 


He avoided being too specific, to 


keep the Communists' guessing 
what this country would do. But, if 
there 'was aggression, it didn't 
necessarily mean China or Russia 
would be bombed. 


Dulles said the key word in his 


speech about instant retaliation 
was "capacity." 


It didn't mean the retaliation 


necessarily would be instant. And 
assurance was given that Ameri- 
can allies would be consulted be- 
fore this country took action which 
rmg-ht involve them. 


Eisenhower 
seemed 
to knock 


down the idea of any instant retali- 
ation by saying congress would 
have to declare war before this 
country got into one. 


President Explains 


Dulles and 
Eisenhower 
later 


were called on to explain this too. 
They said: The President didn't 
mean in every case he would not 
act before congress declared war. 
In some cases, such as an attack 
on this country, the President 
might have to order immediate 
counterattack. 


In the speech Dulles made March 


29, he said: 


"Under conditions of today, the

In State Treasurer's Race

SPRINGFIELD, 111. «) — In a 


quiet race drawing little public at- 
tention, 'three veteran 
political 


campaigners are seeking the Re- 
publican nomination of state treas- 
urer in the April 13 primary. 


Much of the campaign activity 


has been of the behind-the-scenes 
variety, with the candidates trying 
to line up organized support. 


Reports have cropped up per- 


sistently that Gov. Stratton has 
given a tacit nod to Robert J. 
Branson of Centralia, who has 
spent 30 of his 72 years as, a mem- 
ber of the Illinois house. Stratton, 
however, insists he is keeping' 
hands off the .statewide races. 


Bidding for the GOP nomination 


with Branson are Warren Wright 
of Park Ridge and Conrad F. 
Becker of Red Bud. both former 
nolders of the two-year office. 


Familiar Name 


Wright, 61, a handsome, dapper 


man who is in the oil business, has 
become a familiar name to Illinois 
voters through his frequent at- 
empts for office. He was elected 
state treasurer m 1940, but lost 
liree other campaigns for Repub- 
.ican nominations—in 1942 for U.S. 
senator, in 1950 for treasurer and 
m 1952 for secretary of state. 


He put up a strong race in the 


1952 primary, dropping the nomi- 
nation by 6,445 votes to Secretary 
of State Charles F. Carpentier. 


Becker, a towering, bulky figure, 


rose to political prommece during 
the administration of former Gov. 
Dwight H. Green. He was elected 
treasurer in 1944, with the backing 
of the GOP state organization and 
also served as warden of Menard 
prison and State Fair business ad- 
ministrator under Green's regime 


Former Mayor 


A former mayor pf Red Bud, the 


48-year-old Becker is well known 
in southern Illinois where he has 
been in the miiang business. He is 
now assistant state treasurer. 


Branson, a short, balding man, 


headed the house Republican pol- 
icy committee at the 1953 session 
of the legislature and in that role 
worked closely with Strattdn. 


His lengthy legislative career in 


eludes the GOP majority leader- 
ship at the 1939 session. He is an 
attorney and a bank director. 


Lone Democrat 


The Democratic candidate for 


treasurer is David F. Mallett, a 
Collinsville automobile dealer, who 
has a clear primary field, Mallett, 
43, was elected to a six-year term 
in 1950, as clerk of the 4th district 
appellate court. 


No opposition is offered in the 


primary for state school superin- 
tendent. Republican Vernon L. 
Nickell, 62, is aiming for his fourth 
straight four-year term in that of- 
fice. Alone on the Democratic side 
is Mark A. Peterman, 55, of Spring- 
field, who coached two state high 
school basketball champions and 
has 35 years of teaching experi- 
ence.

Why High 
Prices in 
'Recession?9 


URBANA-CHAMPAIGN — (Spe- 


cial) — If we are having a '"reces- 
sion," why are prices so high? 


The rasons for this seeming para- 


dox are discussed by Ruth A. Bird- 
zell, research associate in the Uni- 
versity of Illinois Bureau of Eco- 
nomic and Business Research, in 
an article entitled "This Optimistic 
Recession," just published in the 
current "Illinois Business Review." 


Most of the cutbacks which add 


up to a "recession" — lowered 
production schedules, reductions in 
lours worked per week, notices of 
.ayoffs, declining sales for manu- 
facturers—are centered in the dur- 
able goods industries, she pointed 
out. Prices in these industries are 
frequently set or suggested by the 
manufacturer and have not been 
hanged, although adjustments are 
being made in the form of trade-in 
allowances, discounts, absorption 
of freight costs, and so on. 


Although consumers are being 


more cautious in their expenditures 
for durable goods—automobiles, re- 
frigerators, TV sets, and the like 
— their spendable income has been 
holding up fairly well, even bol- 
stered by the expiration of the last 
Korean boost of income taxes, and 
there is no sign of drastically 
tightened purse strings. 


Stock market prices have dis- 


counted the downward movement 
in business activity to an even 
greater extent than commodity 
prices, says Miss Birdzell, noting 
the reversal in interest rate policy 
by the Federal Reserve System has 
resulted in increased confidence 
that the Administration and Con- 
gress will take steps to forestall ft 
serious recession.

His platform in 
that campaign was "Declare war 
on Russia now " He also has pro- 
moted religious-social groups such 
as the Christian Action movement
